Millions of children under four | 


years old in Czecho-Slovakia never | 
have tasted cow's milk, Miss Emma 
_Novakova of the Czeclfo-Slovak Red | 
Cross said today on her arrival in| 
| St. Louis. She is touring the United | 
States as the personal representative | 
of Miss Alice Masaryk, daughter of 
President Masaryk and head of the | 
Red Cross of that country, telling | 
of conditions there. | 

Miss Novakova also is secretary of | 
the Juvenile Court of Prague, the | 
first such court established in the | 
new republic. Fair-haired and blue- 
eyed, she related wistfully of how | 
the babies of her country are dying | 
‘slowly from malnutrition. | 
_ “A survey made by the Hoover) 
Commission not long ago showed that. 
‘(92 per cent of the children under 4 
years old living in the suburbs of 
Prague had never tasted cow’s milk,” | 
she said. “You ask me what they) 
live on? Black coffee made from 
acorns, black bread and vegetables. 

Says Children Are sSiarving. 

“Pitiful, but true. The little boys 
and girls start to school in the morn- | 
ing after having a cup of acorn cof- 
fee and a chunk of black bread. The’ 
children of our nation are literally 
| starving to death. 

“When the Austrians made their 
Kast retreat they knew they never 
would rule Czecho-Slovakia again. So 
they ecarried off all the cattle and 
all the grain. You say we will be 
all right when the summer harvests | 
are in. jut no; the Austrians also 
carried off all the farm machinery 
they could, and-.they piled up the, 
rest and burned it. Therefore, the 
crops are wholly inadequate. We see | 
no prospect of relief from our own) 
efforts before the last of next sum-| 
mer. 

“Winter is coming on. There is 
no meat, there are no cattle to breed | 
| from, and there is no prospect of 
milk except that which Is sent to us. 
|Our children, already weak and. 
emaciated, will die like flies this) 
winter unless help comes in time.” 

Miss Novakova had good oppor- 
tunities to observe another result of 
the destitution. This was the growth 
of stealing among small children. 

Boys Stcal Clothing. 

“When I left Prague, two months 
ago, there were 400 small boys in 
the custody of my court, charged | 
with steaiing,” she said. “They 
learned to steal during the war be- 
cause it was the only way they could 
eat. They are willing to work, but! 
they cannot get jobs without cloth- 
ing, and they have little. Among 
the 400 boys there were 20 shirts. | 
That is why they steal—and these | 
are the future men who must rule) 
our nation.” 
| Miss Novgkova stated that Bolshe-

~ REFERENDUM PETITION 


‘Union Men May Withdraw From 
Attack on Compensation Law, 
McAllister Holds. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 23.—At- 
torney-General McAllister will ren- 
der an opinion to R. T. Wood, presi- 

dent of the State Federation of La- 
bor, today, in which he holds that all 
men who signed the referendum pe- 
titions to suspend the operation of 
‘the workmen's compensation law 
can withdraw their names from 
those petitions. 

McAllister’s opinion is in response 
to a request from Wood for a ruling 
on that point. 

Wood charges that union labor 
men all over Missouri were induced 
tm sign the petition under a misap- 
prehension of the term of the law, 
and thousands of them wish to with- 
draw their names since the law has 
been explained to them. 

Wood says organized labor of the 
State is almost solidly in favor of the 
law except a few members and offi- 
cials of the Building Trades Council! 
in St. Louis, who, he says, are co- 
operating with the damage suit law- 
yers to have it suspended by referen- 
dum. 

Charles J. Lammert, president of 
the St. Louis Building Trades Coun- 
cil, supports Wood's position that 
the law is the best that could be ob- 
tained at the last segsion of the 
Legislature and is opposed to the 
referendum, but M. J. Cassidy, sec- 
retary of the council, is one of the 
leaders in the movement to suspend 
the law. 

Secretary of State Sullivan said to- 
day that, after the petitions are filed, 
ample opportunity will be given 
those interested to examine them. 
Sullivan already has regeived notice 
from a number of men who signed 
‘the petitions, saying that they wish 
to withdraw their names.

Using the entire carcass of a h 
for bait, a Honolulu 
went fishing recently in a power 
boat and returned with a  feh 
weighing 2500 pounds and mersur- 
ing almost 20 feet from tip to tip. 
the largest shark killed Mm Ha- 
waiian waters for many years. 
Shark fishing. or rather hunting, 
as it is conducted in Hawail, is a 


thrilling sport, not entirely lacking. ;& 


in danger to the hunter. In fact 
a death battle with a harpoonell 
shark, according to big game hunt- 
ers, is about as safe as a midnight 
combat with a hungry tiger. Sharks, 
in their death throes, have beeh 
known to attack the boat and with 
their powerful rows of serrated 
teeth rip great sections from 
sides. 

The shark hunter first obtains a 
dead horse, and if it has been dead 
a week so much the better. The 
power boat tows the carcass outside 
the harbor and the hunt {fs 
Sharks, attracted by the odor of the 
bait, gather in large numbers and 
soon begin striking at the carcass, 
ripping huge chunks of flesh from 
it. At this stage the hunter en- 
deavors to work his boat neag 
enough to permit a shot with the 
harpoon. Once securely harpooned 
a big shark will fight for hours be- 
fore succumbing. - 

Recently, in Hawaii, shark hunt- 
ing has been placed on a commer- 
cial basis and the development of a 
big industry is forecast. Shark fins 
are deemed a great delicacy by 
Orientals and dried shark meat has 
found a ready market. The canning 
of shark meat is being considered.. 
Shark livers yield a valuable oil.

The Democratic and Republican 
Central Committees of Colf# County 
ire planning to hold a special in- 
formal election on the league of na- 
‘ions ind have agreed to set the date 
and announce definite plans within 
the next few days, when petitions, 
Which are now being circulated, are 
submitted to them. T. Speed Mos- 
by, chairman of the’ Democratic 
committee, and George Wagner, Re- 
publican chairman, told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today that 
the committees are in favor of the 
election and will meet in joint con- 
ference to arrange the details. 


The plan is to invite Senator 
ilitchcock, sponsor for the league in 
the Senate, and Senator Reed, its 


chief Democratic opponent, Senator 
McCumber, a Republican proponent, 
and Senators Borah and Johnson to 
make speeches in the campaign. 
Both Parties Represented. 
The petitions are being rapidly 
signed by both Democrats and Re- 


publicans, and will he submitted to! 


the committees within a few days. 
Members of the committees of both 


parties have signed the petitions, 


and some are helping to circulate 


them. 
The petition is addressed to the, 


committees jointly, and reads as fol- 


‘lows: “Believing that-the proposed 


league of nations is the most vital 
issue which has confronted the 


‘American people since the Declara- 


tion of Independence, and in view of 


| the fact that both proponents and 
‘opponents of the proposed covenant 
|are claiming the support of the peo- 


ple, the undersigned citizens, regard- 
less of political affiliation, petition 
vou to sanction the calling of an in- 
formal and nonpartisan election, to 
be held in Cole County within the 
next three weeks, so that every qual- 


ifled voter may express his prefer- | 


ence on this great issue, and so that 
our representatives in Congress may 
know the sentiment of the people of 
Missouri, and especially of Cole 
County. 

“We suggest that each committee 
name one judge and one clerk for 
each precinct in the county, and that 
the committees meet in joint con- 
ference to fix the date, agree on the 
character of the ballots and plan for 
the financing of the election, toward 
which each of the undersigned agrees 
to contribute.” 

League Denounced by Wagner. 

When asked what he thought of 
the probable result of the election, 
Wagner, Republican chairman, said: 
“The league will be beaten by a lop- 
sided majority, though the county, 
prior to the last election, has always 
been Democratic by several hundred 
majority. If this election is held we 
will show to the world that people of 
Missouri, especially of Cole County, 
are against this British document, 
and that instead of following Wilson 
in his efforts to destroy the sover- 
eignty of the United States, the votes 


of our people will show that he is 


the most unpopular President in the 
history of the country.” 

Mosby, Democratic chairman, said: 
“There has been so much dispute as 
to which side of this question the 
people really are on, I am anxious to 
see what they will say by their votes.

| ZONE LAW FLEXIBILITY. 

A dairy company desires to make a further improve-. 
ment on corner frontage on the west side of Grand ave- 
nue, but finds that its plans come within the prohibi- 
tions of the zone ordinance, whereas the same plans. 
would be in conformity with the ordinance if the site 
were on the east side of the street. Would it be any 
violation of the spirit of the ordinance to extend by 
the width of a single street the latitude permitted on. 
the second site? 

This case is an example of several in which it is as- 
serted that hardship is imposed by this excellent ordi- | 
nance. The purpose of the legislation is to protect | 
realty values, provide for a symmetrical and attractive | 
development of the city and especially to safeguard the | 
home by preventing encroachments that interfere with | 
comfort and convenience. For the accomplishment of | 
this purpose the city was divided into zones, with dif-. 
ferent sets of regulations governing each, and neces- 
sarily the boundaries of these zones must be fixed 
somewhat arbitrarily. The principle on which the ordl-. 
nance is based is by no means jeopardized by slight | 
changes in the territory to which those several sets of 
regulations apply 

When the zone law was passed we were told that 
one of its meritorious features was its flexibility. Vio- 
lations of its spirit are indeed to be jealously guarded, 
especially in residence districts, but a strait-jacket rigid- 
ity in applying its provisions will be one of the surest 
ways of defeating its purpose and bringing about a’ 
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polished floor.
